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A New Strain of Delphiniums

This is a beautiful new strain of delphiniums which has never been on 
the market before. It has produced some remarkable delphiniums in a rich 
glowing “Ruby Red” color. The florets are! large and of wonderful substance, 
while the plants are husky growers. The pinks are a soft pastel shade which 
is lovely. This strain was described in an article about ‘Pink Delphiniums” 
which was published in Popular Gardening in September, 1951. 


Mr. Gregory gives us a brief interesting history of his strain. 

“T began hybridizing some 25 years ago as a hobby. About 20 years ago 
I was able ta cross the “Cardinale” with an unusual looking garden hybrid 
of a pinkish orchid color which faded rather badly in the sunlight. Of many 
seeds planted, from that cross, but two developed into plants. The germina- 
tion of seeds from these two plants the following year was excellent, and 
the foliage of the developed plants carried some of the “cardinale” charac- 
teristics with a rather good semi-double flower that held fairly well in the 
sun 


“Since that time it has been a matter of selection and crossing and I 
also used some of the best pinkish and rose orchid shades that were on the 
market at that time. These crosses have been continually crossed back on 
the second generation of my original cross which is a sturdy plant. I have 
kept some of these as long as fourteen years. 


“Hach year some special improvement seems to develop which has kept 
my interest to the point that I have continued. 


“Two years ago a few outstanding flowers developed both as to color 
and to size of flower and spike. The color in both the pinkish tone, and the 
Ruby Red is much more intense and seems to hold the color quite a little © 
better in the sun. 


“These delphiniums have now reached the point where I feel they will 
make a most satisfactory plant in any garden so I have decided to let 
SWAYNE’S put them on the market. I have known the Swayne’s and knew 
Mr. Pudor for many years and have used many of their outstanding whites 
in crosses which I have made.”

DAFFODIL CULTURE 


Daffodils thrive in any well-drained gar- 
den soil. They should be planted about 10 
in. deep for the large bulbs, but the varieties 
which make small bulbs of course should not 
go in quite so deep. The soil should be 
prepared 6 in. below the bulbs—mix bone 
meal into the soil, but do not let any manure 
come in contact with the bulbs. 

Daffodils look best planted in groups or 
drifts, with the bulbs placed 4 to 6 in. apart. 
They should be planted in early Sept. and 
in cold climates a mulch of leaves or straw 
after the ground has frozen is a good pro- 
tection. The bulbs should be dug. and divided 
every 2 or 3 years; digging the bulbs when 
the foliage is turning yellow, and lays on the 
ground. They may be replanted at once, or 
kept in storage until fall. Do not dig them 
in the fall. 

Daffodils used for naturalizing in the grass 
or under trees need not be disturbed for 
years. 

Do not water daffodils in 
when they are dormant.

TULIP CULTURE 


Tulips should be planted during October 
or early November in most parts of the 
country. In the south best results are obtained 
by placing the bulbs in the home refrigerator, 
food storage compartment (not freezing) for 
6 weeks and planting them early in De. 
cember. 


Good drainage is essential and a sunny 
location is best, though tulips will bloom in 
partial shade. It has been recommended ito 
plant bulbs about 5 in. deep, but it is be- 
coming more popular to plant about 9 or 10 
in. deep. The bulbs will not split so much 
and for this reason better blooms will be 
produced for several years. 


Prepare the soil about 6 in. below the 
bulbs using bone meal as fertilzer. While 
moles rarely molest the bulbs if planted 
this deep, mixing benzine hexychloride in the 
soil around the bulbs is a good precaution.

Early 
February planting is recommended in climates 
where there are some light freezes. Where 
there is no danger of freezing, planting is 
best done in late fall. Plant 2 inches deep, 
about 4 inches apart, being sure to plant the 
bulbs with the “claws” downward. Moisture 
should not fail during the growing season. 
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TECOLATE GIANTS. The large double flow- 
ers are carried on tall graceful stems, they 
are unexcelled for cut flowers. Few flow- 
ers, so easy to grow, will give such a 
profusion of bloom for such a small in- 
vestment, each bulb producing about a 
dozen flowers over a long period.
